Plutella test 



Solvent: 7 parts by weight of dimethylfqnnamide 

Emulsifier: 2 part by weight of alkylaryl polyglycolether 



To produce a suitable preparation of active compound, 1 part by weight of active compound is 
mixed with the stated amount of solvent and emulsifier, and the concentrate is diluted with 
emulsifier-containing water to the desired concentration. 

Cabbage leaves (Brassica oleracea) are treated by being dipped into the preparation of the 
active compound of the desired concentration and are infested with larvae of the diamond- 
black moth (Plutella xylostella) as long as the leaves are still moist. 

After the specified period of time, the mortality in % is determined. 100 % means that all the 
caterpillars have been killed; 0 % means that none of the caterpillars have been killed. 

In this test, for example, the following compounds from the preparation examples show a 
superior level of activity compared to the prior state of the art:
